At the time of he shooting, Beck- 

er was on his way. to his home at 
437 Greeley avenu., Webster Groves.

Introduced by State as First Evi- 
dence In Case of Walter | 
E. Garton. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Feb. 1.—News- 
paper photographs were the first 
evidence introduced today as the 
State laid the foundation for the 
testimony through which it will 
seek to convict Walter E. Garton, 
charged with the lynching of Lloyd 
Warner, Negro attacker of a white 
girl. A jury of 12 married men was 
selected to try Garton for murder 
in the first degree before Judge J. 
V. Gaddy. 

Eight pictures, taken by Max 
Habecker, St. Joseph news-press 
photographer, were introduced in 
evidence by the State despite the 
objection of the defense. Habecker 
was called as the first witness to 
identify the pittures, all taken at 
the scene of the lynching. 

In an opening statement William 
O. Sawyers,’ Assistant Attorney- 
General, declared Sheriff Otto 
Theisen had -taken precautions to 
protect Warner from mob violence 
but the precautions had been of no 
avail.

Buying imported Gold Bars. 

The Secretary's new order said: 

“Beginning Thursday, Feb. 1, 1934, 
and until further notice, I will buy 
imported fine gold bars through the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
as fiscal agent of the United States; 
and other gold, foreign or domestic, 
through any United States mint or 
the United States Assay offices at 
New York or Seattle, both at the 
following rate and upon the follow- 
ing terms and conditions _detmed 
by me most advantageous to the 
public interest: - 

“Purchases will be made at the 
rate of $35 per fine troy ounce, less 
the usual mint charges and less 
one-quarter of 1 per cent for hand- 
ling ‘charges: All subject. to com- 
pliance with the resultations issued 
under the gold reserve act of 1934.” 

Morgenthau’s statement was is- 

sued in response to queries from 
banks as to whether the Govern- 
ment would buy from them at $35 
an ounce any gold they should im- 
port. 
‘The Treasury said the phrase 
“fine gold bars” means gold bars of 
a fineness of .899 or finer, such as 
ere ordinarily used in the settle- 
ment of international balances, car- 
rying a recognized stamp indicating 
the weight and degree of fineness. 
The mints will purchase imported 
gold in other conditions such as un- 
refined gold and gold in other forms 
than in stamped bars, along with 
domestic gold.. Regwations as to 
holding gold were-unchanged. 

Creation of an expert committee 
of 10 to assist Secretary Morgen- 
thau administer the two billion dol- 
lar stabilization tund under the 
gold devaluation act was approved 
today by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee as an item in the $200,000, 000 
revenue bill.

were parties. 

Telis of Chain Store Deal. 

A venture of the Grand National 
Bank, now. in the hands of a con- 
servator, into the chain store busi- 
ness was described by Mays. The 
insurance company has more than 
$600,000 on deposit in the Grand 
National. . 

Mays testified that the Grand 
National had participated with 
three other banks in a $350,000 loan 
to the Fair Stores Corporation, op- 
erating 85 retail stores in Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. The 
corporation failed in 1931 and went 
into Federal] receivership and it ap- 
peared, the witness said, that sale 
under foreclosure would cause a 
loss of $78,000 to the Grand Nation- 
al on account of its $100,000 par- 
ticipation in the loan. 

He thought it best to buy the 
stores and try to avoid a loss 
through operation of gradual liqui- 
dation of them, and for this pur- 
pose organized the Gilbert Mercan- 
tile Co. His brother, Ben Mays, 
who operated a general store at 
Gilbert, Ark., was placed in, charge. 
The compan: was capitalized at 
$5000 with 50 shares of $100 par 
value stock. 

Sold or Cloged 42 Stores. 

“Since the bank wasn’t able to 
run the stores,” Mays continued, 
“we threw the Fair Stores in with 
Ben’s Store. ‘The bank took 46 
shares of Gilbert Mercantile stock 
and Ben got four. 

“Right off, we. sold or closed 42 
stores and gradually we have con- 
solidated some of them until we 
now operate 14. We're liquidating 
by merging. 

“When the Fair Stores went 
broke : they owed three other 
banks beside ours. a total of about 
$350,000. We paid $185,000 for the 
stores and ‘the. other three “banks 
took their loss. If we had done as 
the others did we: would have lost 
$78,000. 

“It looks like we .will make 
$100,000 beside our.loan: Our state- 
ment last Dec. 31 showed. a surplus 
of $197,000.” 

Mays Made the Loans..

The first sale was May 13, 1930. 
The Grand National Bank, which 
occupies the ground floor of the 
Continental Life Building, had orig- 
inally planned to erect the build- 
ing, Mays explained, but failed to 
get the approval of the Comptroller 
of the Currency. By purchasing a 
half interest in the building, he con- 
tinued, and thereby reducing its sur- 
plus, the bank would save about 
$25,000 a year in taxes. At the same 
time thé insurance company would 
reduce its real estate holdings, he 
said. 

He was asked why the insurance 
company wished to reduce its real 
estate holdings. 

“We insurance men always like 
to reduce our real estate,” he re- 
plied. 

The price in the first sale was 
$955,680 which the bank paid in 
cash. That is, it issued the insur- 
ance company a certificate of de- 
posit for that account. : 
Then followed the robbery of th 
bank’s safe deposit vaults on May 
25, in which $822,000 in bonds and 
some cash were stolen, and on May 
29 the insurance company repur- 
chased the half interest in the

We fall downward. Two of my 
comrades feel very bad. I am end-

+ | when it encountered a strong air 


current which bore the bag away 
from -comparatively favorable at- 
mospheric conditions around Mos- 
cow and carried it southeastward 
where conditions were much worse. 

It is thought that the metal] gon- 
dola fell from the balloon, and the 
bag itself was carried away. 

Before their radio began flashing 
messages which told of their alarm 
at unfavorable’ weather conditions, 
the balloonists reported they had 
ascended 67,585 feet, or 12.79 miles. 

Moscow was in mourning for the 
three—Pavil Fedoseinko, Andrey 
Vasenko and Ilya Usyskin—as an 
investigation progressed. 

A message was published in to- 
day’s newspapers by M. Kameny, 
Vice-Commissar for War, and of- 
ficials of the Civil Aviation Depart- 
ment, the Council of People’s Com- 
missars and other civil and military 
aviation leaders. 

The message said: “Our pride in 
the achievements of the young 
aeronauts is equaled only by our 
grief at their tragic end. Never- 
theless there are a thousand other 
men here who are ready to carry 
on the work they so brilliantly 
started.” 

Usyskin, just 23 years old, was 
inventor of the cosmic ray recorder 
and builder of the camera the bal-; 
loon carried on its flight. The’ 
Physics-Technical Institute of Le 
ningrad selected him of all its dis- 
tinguished members for the stratos- 
phere ascent. 

Vasenko was the man “who built 
the narrow metal compartment a 
gondola so light the three men 
who died in it could easily have 
lifted off the ground. A former 
soldier in the Soviet army im the 
1918 revolution, Vasenko devotei 
the last six years to aeronautics 
He was the expert chosen for the 
flight by the Institute of Meteor 
ology. 

The third victim, Commander Fe- 
doseinko, was an outstanding air 
man, decorated while in the army 
with the Communist Red Star, for 
fighting against Gen. Denikin in 
the Ukraine. Fedoseinko held the 
Soviet record for altitude flights in 
airplanes.

PRESIDENT SIGNS MEASURE 
TO GUARANTEE ANTEE FARM BONDS 


Principal as "Well of of Interest As- 
sured Under Mortgage Cor- 
poration Act. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1. — Legis- 
lation guaranteeing the principal as 
well as interest of the Govern- | — 
ment’s farm credit bonds was 
signed yesterday by President 
Roosevelt. 

The new Farm Mortgage Cor 
poration Act authorizes the Gov- 
ernor of the Farm Credit Adminis 
tration to organize and charter a 
corporation capitalized at $800,000,- 
000 and to issue bonds up to $2, 
000,000,000. 

This amount, save for about 
$150,000,000, will be used in making 
new -mortgage and . other’ loans 
under the administration’s farm 
debt refinancing prograin. The 
$150,000,000 will be used to buy back 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation bonds which were sold 
under the emergency farm mort- 
gaging act of 1933. 

The bonds held by the RFC pro- 
vided cash with which the admin- 
istration lent threugh the Land 
Bank Commissioner and Federa) 
Land Banks. Repurchase of thee 
bonds is regarded as a move te con- 
polidate the entire lending program 
into one corporation. 

Farm Credit Adminisration of- 
ficials said, however, none of. the 
funds obtained through the new 
corporation would be used to pro- 
vide any Government guarantee of 
outstanding Federal Land Bank 
bonds, amounting to about $1,000,- 
000,000, now in the hands of the 
public. All of the new bond ie- 
sue, they said, would be requireJ 
for refinancing mortgage and 
other farm indebtedness.

—— as audited by auditors 
for the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, reveal net profits as 
follows for each of the five years 
covered in the survey: 

1929——21.38 per cent. 

1930—21.73 per cent. 

1931—13.48 per cent. 

1932—10.62 per cent. 

1933—7.26 per cent. 

The five-year average of net prof- 
its in St. Louis was the lowest of 
the four cities for which the rate of 
earnings was computed. As com- 
pared with the average of 14.64 per 
cent for St. Louis, Boston di@ribu- 
ters earned 22.45 per cent, Chicago 
25.84 and Philadelphia 30.76. In all 
sheds except Chicago the figures 
are for net profit after deducting 
income taxes. 

Arriving at “Investment.” 

The percentage of yield which 
represents net profit was based 
upon the “net plant investment,” 
which was arrived at by the audi- 
tors after the elimination from the 
schedules of such items as appre- 
ciation, idle property, excessive ad- 
justments for-.appreciation and sal- 
aries regarded as unreasonable. 
Salaries were adjusted to comply 
with maximum rates per annum as 
follows: President, $20,000; vice- 
president, $15,000; treasurer, $10,- 
000, and secretaries and comptrol- 
lers not to exceed $5000. 

In making the audits each com- 
pany’s figures were prepared by one 
auditor and checked by another. 

In determining the net profit 
figures for 1933, estimates were 
used for the last two months in Chi- 
cago and the last four months in 
the other cities. 

Market Licenses Drafted. 

Milk’ marketing licenses for a 
dozen of the country’s principal cit- 
fes have been drafted by the 
Farm Administration and are ex- 
pected to be placed in effect within 
a few days. 

Today 14 old milk marketing 
agreements were terminated upon 
orders from Secretary Wallace, but 
the licenses carrying enforcement 
provisions of the agreements will 
remain in effect until the new 
licenses are substituted. 

Among the cities which probably 
will be covered by the new licenses 
are Chicago, New York, Boston, Des 
Moines, St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
St. Louis,. Philadelphia, Knoxville, 
Tenn.; Richmond, Va., and Alameda 
County, California. Some of these 
may be held up for a time for com- 
pletion of arrangements. 

The licenses are expected to con- 
tain producers’ prices which the 
Government will’ compel distribu- 
ters to pay to dairymen, but wil 


mot contain any schedule of prices 


for the distributers. Some, how- 
ever, may contain high maximum 
and a low minimum prices to con- 
sumers to forestall excessive costs 
to milk buyers or demoralization of 
the markets through cut-throat 
price slashing.

INVENTOR AWARDED 


osoes| 125000, NEVER GOT I 


Firm. Failed and Henry Baetz 
Dies Day After 2 Pct. 
Is Allowed. 


Henry Baetz, inventor and for- 
mer manufacturer of heating de 
vices, will be buried Saturday in 
Two Rivers, Wis., where he was 
born 69 years ago. He died Tues- 
day of heart disease at St. Mary’s 
Hospital after an illness of five 
weeks. : 

Baetz’ chief invention was a 
unit heater which he patented in 
1898 and which was the first of its 
kind on the market. He manu- 
factured it himself,-at first, at his 
cwn St. Louis Blower and Heating 
Co., then located at Ninth and 
Howard streets. In 1914 he sold 
out to the Skinner Bros. Manufac- 


turing Co., which made him a con-| 


sulting engineer in charge of the 
heater department. 

The terms'under which Baetz 
sold out were that he receive $1 
for every square foot of space cov- 


ered by one of his unit heaters anu 
sold by the Skinner Co. The larg- 
est of the heaters, which are in- 
stalled in the midway at Union 
Station, in the Arena, and in the 
majority of the public garages, costs 
about $1200 and covered 36 square 
feet, bringing Baetz $36. 
Sued to Collect Claim. 

Business prospered. In 1920 the 
Skinner Co. built an additior™%o its 
plant costing $250,000, primarily for 
use in manufacturing the unit heat- 
ers. Later a branch plant was 
added at Elizabeth, N. J. 

The unit heater is used to heat 
large areas. It has a series of coils. 
heated by steam, around which air 
is blown which, when warm, is ex- 
pelled by a fan. Baetz, as consult 
ing engineer, supervised the work 
of construction and also conducted 
much ofthe sales promation of the 
heater. 

By 1930 the company owed Baetz 
$125,700 in back royalties and in 
September of that year he filed sait 
asking for a judgment against the 
company. The company fought the 
claim, but a jury awarded Baetz 
the full amount. Before he collect- 
ed anything, however, the company 


| went into receivership. 


The receivership was brought 
about at the instance of two stock- 
holders and a creditor who stated 
that although the ompany was 
still solvent, it had lost money for 
several years and was then under 
the domination of the Lafayette 
South Side Bank. Merrill G. Skin- 
ner, one of the plaintiffs, alleged 
that the bank had forced him out 
of his position as vice-president and 
secretary and put in Walter Sieger 
ist as general manager. 

The company was indebted to the 
bank for $240,000, it was said. Judge 
Hamilton, in sustaining’ the receiv- 
ership petition, condemned the ac- 
tion by which control was turned 
over to the bank, but appointed 
Siegerist receiver. 

On Day Before Death. 

Baetz’ judgment against the 
company reverted to the receivers. 
He collected nothing. On Monday 
he obtained approval for a 2 per 
cent payment on his $125,700 in 


Judge Ryan’s court. On Tuesday 


he died, not having been told by 


& ihis son, Emerson Baetz, who han- 


dled the case, that he had been 
awarded $2514. 

The payment order was granted 
by Judge Ryan on a motion filed by 
Baetz in which he alleged that the 
receivers had obtained possession 
of $37,500 in assets of which $15,000 
had been paid to the receivers and 
their attorneys and $7500 had been 
lost as quick assets by the closing 
and reorganization of the Lafayette 
South Side Bank. 

Baetz was one of seven children 
of a German immigrant and got 
hig first love for machinery in his 
father’s wagon shop. In Two Riv- 
ers he went to grammar school at 
the same time as Thomas J 
Walsh, later Senator from Mon- 
tana. He left home when 14 years 
old, went to Minneapolis, and final- 
ly came here in the early nineties. 
He resided at 5854 Etzel avenue 
Surviving are his widow, two sons

The action of the President in 
authorizing the Treasury both to 
buy and sell gold at $35 an ounce, 
in the opinion of foreign exchange 
experts, may largely solve the prob- 
lem of stabilizing the dollar, par- 
ticularly insofar as the gold coun- 
tries are concerned. It is therefore 
possible that the stabilization fund 
may not have to devote much at- 
tention to the international money 
market, and may concentrate upon 
domestic problems. 

The big question mark in the in- 
ternational field, is the pound ster- 
ling, which is not onthe gold stand- 
ard, so its relation to the dollar 
is not automatically established by 
the hinging of the dollar to gold 
at a price of ounce. The 
impression prevails in Wall street 
international banxing quarters that 
temporarily, at least, some sort of 
tacit, informal truce has been 
reached between <American and 
British authorities to keep the 
pound sterling close to $5. 

The immediate prospect is, in the 
belief of exchange quarters here, 
that the pound must either advance 
against the dollar, or decline in 


latter being equivalent to an in- 
crease in the London gold price. 
The new gold value of the dollar 
fixes a parity for the French franc 
at about 6.63 cents.

First. there is the pos 
sibility of a large influx of fugitive 
domestic capital now abroad, and 
the return of the normal foreign in- 
vestment in American securities, 
which might reach propoftions un- 
manageable in the foreign exchange 
market. Secondly, there is the un- 
known quantity of what action for- 
eign authorities may take to de- 
fend their positions. 

The new position of the dollar 
places it more closely to the ald 
gold standard than the present po- 
sition of sterling is, foreign ex- 
change authorities say. The old

The act requires 
that Federal Reserve banks shall 
likewise surrender to the Govern- 
ment their gold stocks and accept 
currency based on gold in payment. 
Profit to Government. 

“The profit on gold holdings re- 
sulting from devaluation goes to 
the Government. That is where the 
profit ought to go. The people 
will get the profit. The Reserve 
banks will have just as many dol- 
lars as before.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—Prof. 
Irving Fisher testified before a 
House Banking Subcommittee to- 
day that the existing Federal Re- 
serve System “will now be lucky if 
it escapes destruction altogether.” 
He made this comment in indors- 
ing proposals for a Federal mone- 
tary authority with sole currency 
issuing powers. 

The bill before the committee for 
establishment of the monetary 
authority, the Yale professor held 
to be “a splendid step toward the 
goal which President Roosevelt has 
set before us.” 

For “political reasons,” he as- 
serted, the Federal Reserve System 
with 12 regional, instead of one 


central bank, was established in, 


1913. 

“Only a loose aand ineffective co- 
ordination was attempted through 
the Federal Reserve Board,” he 
continued. “The result has been 
chaos and internal dissension. 

“Dissension and vacillation will 
continue to have deadly effects as 
long as the (Fereral Reserve) Sys- 
tem continues to lack system. It 
has been tried and found wanting. 
It will now be lucky if it escapes 
destruction altogether or absorption 
by the Government.” 

The pending proposal for a mon- 
etary authority, he said, “seems to 
be the best available compromise, 
permitting the system to survive 
intact so long as the management 
of the dollar is put in new hands.” 

Possibility of Bank War. 

Fisher held too that “it is con- 
ceivable, even in the immediate fu- 
ture, that the bankers and the 
President should wage a war.” 

“Tf the bankers should attempt 

Vo dump the securities they hold, it 

= would be difficult for the President 
to counteract deflationary influence 
of such action,” he asserted. 

The monetary authority, he con- 
tended, would hay. the “requisite 
controls” to use in such an emer- 
gency. 

Fisher contended a permanent 
monetary authority would be “far 
superior to permanently vesting the 
control of the dollar in the hands 
of the President or the Secretary of 
the Treasury.” 

“This is said not because of any 
Jack of confidence in either of the | 
ncumbents of these offices,” he eg 
Plained. 

“On the contrary, they are better 

fitted than any other existing offi- 
tials for this great function, and I 
rejoice that the bill which became 
law yesterday temporarily con- 
ferred on them and no one else 
some of the powers needed for such 
control, 
: “But we need to build for the 
ong run, and we can not expect 
that all future Presidents and Sec- 
retaries of the Treasury will be as 
fitted for such a special function 
as are President Roosevelt and Sec-

ENGLAND'S NEW PROPOSAL — 
FOR ARMS REDUCTION ASKS” 


FOR GERMANY 


Memorandum Puts Forward Three. Points 


Including “Security For All” and Return 


of Reich to Geneva Conferences. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—Three main 


points—equality for Germany, se 
curity for all, and the Reich’s re- 


turn to Geneva conferences—were 
put forward in the British Govern- 
ment memorandum as essentials of 
any disarmament pact. 

Actuated by a spirit of trying 
“fairly to meet essential claims on 
all sides,” Great Britain according- 
ly proposed a number of amend- 
ments to its draft convention of last 
March, 

The document was dispatched to 

the German, Italian and French 
Governments on Monday and made 
public last night. 
“The object of his majesty’s Gov- 
ernment in formulating these pro- 
posals and presenting them for con- 
sideration is not to describe the 
terms of an agreement which they 
themselves would most desire with- 
out regard for the claims or needs 
of others, but to propound a basis 
for compromise on which it would 
appear in the present circumstances 
a general agreement could and 
should now be reached,” says the 
memorandum. 

Admitting that Ciplomatic con- 
versations which hawe been taking 
place since November make it ap- 
pear that this method “cannot in 
itself produce a unanimous result,” 
the communication ts said to have 
been presented “in order to indicate 
the lines of compromise” which 
should generally be acceptable. 


Parity Held to Be Essential. 


The reconciliation of French and 
German viewpoints in the disarma- 
ment deadlock is recognized as an- 
other essential. 

The note adds that Great Britain 
has long recognized that in an in- 
ternational agreement based on an 
admitted’ principle of equality of 
rights a situation must be reached 
in which arms of a kind permitted 
one state cannot continue to be de- 
nied to another. 

Therefore, the document con- 
tinues, Britain is “convinced that 
the best prospects for the future 
peace of the world is afforded by 
an agreement which provides for 
this parity of treatment, while it 
abolishes or reduces to *he lowest 
possible level all arms of a specially 
offensive character and provides by 
the most appropriate means avail- 
able for a greater sense of secur- 
ity.” 

Declaring that Great Britain con- 
siders the first four articles of its 
draft of a convention bearing on se- 
curity as of great importance, the 
memorandum suggests an addition 
of three other articles which would 
provide: 

1. The declaration that the loyal 
execution of the convention is a 
matter of common interest to its 
signatories; 

2. Providing for immediate con- 
sultation in the event the perma- 
nent disarmament commission re- 
ports a failure by one of the parties 
to execute faithfully the terms of 
the convention; 

3. Defining the object of such 
‘consultation as to exchange views 
as to steps to be taken. 


Alternative Is Arms Race. 
The alternative to the agreement, 
the memorandum declares, “is an 
armaments race—the end of which 
no man can s¢e.” 
The note recalls “that Chancellor 
Hitler has declared that Germany 
voluntarily renounces any claim to 
possess ‘offensive’ weapons and 
limits herself to normal ‘def: nsive’ 
armaments required for the army 
with which she would be provided 
in the convention.” 
The memorandum says: “A posi- 
tive contribution to disarmament 
by the heavily-armed Powers will 
therefore help to bring down the 
scale all around and should, as His 
Majesty’s Government conceives, 
reduce the demands which Germany 
might otherwise be disposed to put 
forward.” 
The memorandum suggests the 
following proposals in modification 
of the United Kingdom draft of the 
convention of last March on the 
assumption that the agreement’ 
would last 10 years: 
Effectives—The British Govern- 
ment feels “an accommodation

Elimination of Big Tanks. 


Of the type of land war materia) 
at present denied by treaty to cer- 
tain Powers, Great Britain “is most 
anxious in the interest of disirma 
ment and realization of equality 
alike of all countries that progress 
should at once be made with the 
elimination of tanks above the 16- 
ton limit.” 

It was suggested that tanks over 
30 tons be destroyed by the end of 
the first year, over 20 by the*end 
of the third year, and over 16 by 
the end of the fifth year. 

Great Britain is willing that Ger- 
many should shorten service in the 
army under the contemplated con* 
vention and should be equipped with 
tanks up to 16 tons and suggests 
a similar arrangement for Austria, 
Hungary and Bulgaria. 

Although urging that the maxi- 
mum limit on mobile lan& guns be 
115 milimeters, Great Britain is will- 
ing to bow to Germany’s demand 
for 55 millimeter guns for her pro- 
posed short-service army, “if by so 
doing we can secure a prompt and 
general agreement on all points.” 

Of air armaments, the memo- 
randum says: “It the permanent 
disarmament -commission has not 
decided on its abolition at the end 
of two years, all countries shall be 
entitled to possess military aircraft. 
Countries would reduce or increase 
by, stages as the case might be in 
the following eight years so as to 
attain by the end of the conven- 
tion” a status at which “Germany 
would acquire parity with the prin- 
cipal air Powers. by these stages 
and corresponding provisions would 
be made for other Powers not at 
present entitled to possess military 
or naval aircraft.” 

Comment by London Press. 

The memorandum drew praise, 
although in differing degrees, from 
most of London’s morning news- 
papers, but confidence in the 
achievement of its aims was not 
strong. The Times called it an ad- 
vance as bold as anything yet pro- 
posed—more drastic and more pre- 
cise than the Italian proposal. The 
paper expressed belief that the two 
statements, between them, should 
produce useful results. 


GERMAN INTEREST TRANSFERS 
ARE SETTLED FOR SIX MONTHS 


Holders of Securities Will Receive 
76.9. Fer Cent of Amount Due 
Instead of 65 Per Cent.

BERLIN, Feb. 1.—The 4uestion 


of German interest transfers was 
settled at least for six months yes- 
terday in an agreement between the 
Reichsbank and representatives of 
foreign creditors providing for an 
increase in the amounts Germany 
permits to be sent aboard. For- 
eign holders of German securities 
will receive 76.9 per cent of the 
due payments instead of the 65 
per cent involved in a moratorium 
order issued last fall. 

The additional amount was made 
possible through the Reichsbank’s 
allowance of a 67 per cent payment 
in scrip instead of the 50 per cent 
previously permitted. 

The agreement affects only cred- 
itors not included in a Swiss and 
Dutch arangement whereby Nation- 
als of those countries get 100 per 
cent of their moneys in exchange 
for commercial concessions. 

More than $748,000,000 in German 
bonds involved in the moratorium 
are held in the United States. This 
is roughly 50 per cent of the en- 
tire amount. Dutch and Swiss in- 
vestors hold about 30 per cent and 
British about 10 per cent. The 
agreement secures an additional $5,- 
000,000 in interest payments to 
American investors annually. The 
30 per cent of cash provision in 
the moratorium order remains un- 
changed, with the remainder ac- 
counted for by a 50 per cent dis- 
count in the scrip.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—A code 
for the construction industry, 
rated the nation’s second largest in 
normal times, was approved by 
President Roosevelt yesterday and 
will become effective Feb. 27 over 


every form of building, from roads 
to skyscrapers. 

The President; in approving it, 
requested that the code-created na- 
tional construction planning und 
adjustment board take immediate 
steps to find a solution for juris- 
dictional disputes, the inter-union 
squabbles that in the past have tied 
up millions of dollars worth cf 
work. 

The new board will be half labor, 
half industrial, with 20 members 
under leadership of a presidential 
appointee. Its creation, with supple- 
mentary regional boards and oth- 
er measures for safeguarding labor 
interests, ended a four-month dead- 
lock over the code. 

Administrator Hugh S. Johnson 
issued a statement saying the code 
was “perhaps the most comprehen- 
sive self-governing instrumentality 
yet conceived under the NRA.” 


21 Organizations Involved. 


He suid that the industry in nor- 
mal years employed up to 3,000,000 
men in summer and could absorb 
half the unemployment in the coun- 
try if it became active again.

A 40-hour week, with 48 permit- 
ted in exceptions, is established 
temporarily, but machinery is pro- 
vided for mandatory consideration 
of further reductions in hours to 
absorb unemployed. Ultimately the 
levels of wages and hours may be 
adjusted by the planning and ad- 
justment board. 

Omitted from “maximum hour 
rules are all establishments em- 
ploying not more than two persons 
in towns under 2500. Principal fair 
trade provisions forbid “bid 
peddling” and “shopping” among 
contractors. 

The biggest codes remaining to 
be approved are those covering the 
printing and publishing industries, 
the laundry and restaurant codes, 
and a master code for machinery 
manufacture.

WORLD CONFLAGRATION 
THREATENS, POPE SAYS 


Paris Newspaper Quotes Him 
as Declaring Danger Must 
Not Be Hidden. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

_PARIS, Feb. 1.—A warning that 
the world, in its present troubled 
state, must not overlook “the 
dangers of a conflagration” was 
delivered by Pope Pius XI in an 
interview appearing today in the 
Paris newspaper, 1’Intransigeant. 

The paper presented the inter- 
view, which it said was obtained by 
its correspondent, Jean Quatre- 
marre, as the first ever given by 
the Pope, and declared it had been 
approved by him. 

While not specifically naming any 
nations endangered by the threat 
of war, the Pope expressed the 
opinion that a new conflict would 
“drag in Europe and the whole 
world and perhaps lead to a crumb- 
ling of the entire Christian civili- 
zation.” 

The only solution, he said, accord- 


‘ing to lI’'Intransigeant, lies in “sin- 


cere spiritual reconciliation and the 
strictest application of the laws of 
evangelical charity.” He expressed 
firm belief that “both sides must 
give way.” 

“Numerous messages of advice 
given by the church,” the Pope was 
quoted as saying, “have been for- 
gotten. The dangers of a confla- 
gration must not be hidden.”

Old Centent Fixed in 1834, Affirmed 
in 1878 as Standard 
_ Of Value. 

WASHINGTON, Feb: 1—Reduc- 
tion of the gold content of the dol- 
lar to 155-21 grains marks the 
first change in the gold content in 
a century. 

On June 28, 1834, the standard 
weight of the gold dollar was fixéd 
at 25.8 grains nine-tenths fine with 
a fine weight of 23.2 of pure gold: 

On Feb. 12, i373, the gold content 
was affirmed, and provision made 
that the gold dollar should be the 
unit of value of the United States 
Coinage of various gold coins was 
also authorized under this act. 

The law of March 14, 1900, com- 
monly known as the Gold Standard 
Act, declared that the gold dollar 
“shall be the standard unit of 
value.”

Oh, Mr. Ripley! 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N “Believe It or Not” recently, the 

question was asked, “If the thermome- 
ter reads zero, what would the tempera- 
pure read if it was twice as cold?” 

“The answer given was 32 degrees Fahr- 
enheit below zero. A centigrade  ther- 
mometer is one that has zero for the 
freezing point of pure water and 100 de- 
grees for the boiling point of same, at 
760 mm. barometric pressure. Had this 
thermometer been taken to measure the 
temperature, the explanation given in 
arriving at the above answer could not 
have been used. On the Fahrenheit 
thermometer, zero represents the tem- 
perature produced by mixing equal parts 
of snow and salt, and 32 degrees above 
is the freezing point of pure water and 
is only the difference in degree between 
these two points. We should be able to 
find a point twice as cold-using either 
thermometer. Cold when speaking of 
temperature is taken to mean absence of 
heat, so a point twice as cold would real- 
ly mean that it has one-half the heat. 

Inasmuch as 459.6 degrees Fahrenheit 
below zero is a point at which there ig 
no heat, —230 degrees F. would have half 
the heat, or be twice as cold. Now —18 
degrees centigrade corresponds to zero 


wr ehresneit, and —273 degrees C. is 255 


degrees; and half of this is.127 degrees. 
Now, adding 127 degrees to 18 degrees 
below, which we already have, gives us 
145 degrees C., and corresponds to 
230 degrees F. JOHN B. GURY JR.

A TASK FOR MR. GILL. 

McCuné Gill spoke yesterday at the Cathedral 
Luncheon Club on the subject of which he has made 
himself a master, namely, the history of St. Louis.

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TRAGEDY OF THE RUSSIAN BALLOONISTS. 

Although the three Russian aeronauts, before their 
fatal crash, reported themselves at an altitude of 
67,585 feet, or 12.79 miles, higher than man had ever 
ascended before, their record will not stand as offi- 
cial. This for three reasons: (1) The International 
Aeronautic Federation, high arbiter of flying, does 
not recognize records made in Russia; (2) all the 
instruments in the gondola were smashed by the im- 
pact; (3) the Russians, by reason of their death, did 
not descend in “possession” of their instruments, and 
thus were disqualified under Federation rules. 

It was the last-named circumstance that deprived 
Capt. Hawthorne C. Gray of the record in 1927, when 
he ascended 42,470 feet from Scatt Field, and was 
found dead in the balloon after it landed near Sparta, 
Tenn. The ruling was protested at the time as absurd, 
but the Federation is supreme, and knows no reversal. 
Equally absurd is the situation whereby the Ameri- 
can mark of 61,237 feet stands as the official world 
record, although Russian aeronauts have twice sur- 
passed it. It is obviously high time for the Federa- 
tion and the Russians to get together, if the records 
in this branch of aerial science are not to become 
hopelessly confused. 

Man’s urge to investigate the extreme limits of 
his planet knows no hindrance, and the Russians 
gave their lives to that insatiable spirit of investiga- 
tion. Their triumph, however, ended in tragedy. 
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PLIGHT OF THE POSTAL SUBSTITUTES. 

Some 500 postal substitutes recently staged a 
“hunger march” on Washington to call attention to 
the plight of 25,000 workers over the country whom 
they represented. Although the payless furloughs 
have been eliminated, the 15 per cent pay cut remains 
in force for these men, and their average wage is 
only $5a week. These victims uf economy are all qual- 
ified under civil service, and have spent from four 
to 20 years in Government work. Many have fami- 
lies to support, an obvious impossibility under the 
present system. One of the banners carried by the 
marchers was particularly-timely and pertinent: 
“Millions for subsidies, not a cent for substitutes.” 

At a time when the Government is urging payment 
of fair wages by private employers, it is unjust that 
it should impose poverty upon this group of its 
own workers. Blimination of waste in Govern- 


ment expenditures is commendable, but it is false

economy that reduces workers to poverty. The dele- 
gation’s request was not for higher pay rates, but 
for more work, for 30 hours a week, at the modest 
pay of $15, since it is reported that 20,000 posi- 
tions in the postal service now are vacant and re- 
main unfilled. At a time when governmental prod- 
igality to air mai] contractors is being aired, the 
postal substitutes’ plight is emphasized by contrast. 
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A HAPPY MOVE IN UNION DISPUTES. 

President Roosevelt's decision to authorize the Na- 
tional Labor Board to poll workers as a means of de- 
termining their union preference, promises to end 
the vexatious problems of union adherence which 
have arisen under the NRA. The unfortunate situ- 
ation at the National Steel Co.’s plant in Weirton, 
W. Va., which the President’s order is designed to re- 
move, is only one of many resulting from the at- 
tempts of employers to meet Section 7A of the Recov- 
ery Act with the establishment of company unions. In 
the Illinois coal fields, the union dispute is of some- 
what different nature—there a new union has sought 
to replace the old one on the ground that the latter 
did not represent the rank and file of the member- 
ship—but the issue is substantially the same, the 
right of workers to belong to an organization of their 
own choosing. Presumably, what the President has 
in mind-are polls such as that recently conducted 
for the miners at Mark, Ill.. under the disinterested 
auspices of the National Bituminous Coal Labor 
Board. Nothing could be fairer or more just. 
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ON GOLDFISH. 

In the letter column today, Lawrence Bailliere, a 
goldfish breeder, protests against a statement ih 
Washington Merry-Gg-Round about the goldfish in- 
dustry. We feel sure Messrs. Pearson and Allen har- 
bor no malice in their hearts toward goldfish or the 
industry which has put them into practically every 
home in the nation. If we suspected them of so base 
a feeling, we would denounce them as a couple of 
caitiffs. What we do suspect—in fact, we hereby 
indict and convict them of it—is colossal ignorance 
of goldfish and everything appertaining thereto. The 
punishment? We leave that to Mr. Bailliere. 
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REFEREE COLES RETIRES. 

The voluntary retirement today of Referee in 
Bankruptcy Walter D. Coles removes a valued officer 
from the bench of St. Louis and the Eastern District 
of Missouri. Appointed to his post July 1, 1898, the 
day President McKinley's signature made a law of 
the National Bankruptcy Act, he was the dean of the 
country’s administrators of this important and all- 
too-often misused branch of Federal law. In the 
35 years, Referees by the hundreds have come and 
gone in the numerous Federal Court districts; many 
have been good, some have used the office to their 
own gain, some have flagrantly disgraced it. Mr. 
Coles leaves a record of devotion to the best interests 
of the law and a reputation as its leading authority. 

No one who came to Referee Coles’ court knew 
more thoroughly than he the ins and outs of bank- 
ruptcy practice, and so he was able to expose many 
a plan to conceal assets and to order investigations 
which frequently resulted in convictions. If all the 
creditors he saved from being defrauded were now to 
pay him thefr respects, the demonstration would 
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doubtless: enliven his formal and judicial mien.

I suppose I must have looked as if 1 was 
about to ask whether my companion was go- 
ing to propose that everybody should have 
part of his brain removed. For the phy- 
sician said quickly: “Of course, there is an 
out about him. He can never fmagine any- 
thing that is not right in front of him. He 
lives eternally in the moment, like a man 
who is always pleasantly intoxicated and 
cannot realize that he ought to go home or 
pay his bill or that there is such a thing 
as the morning after.” 

At last, I thought to myself, I understand 
the glorious feeling of living under a dic- 
tatorship which nobody opposes. You ex- 
tirpate the front part of the brain, which 
is the seat of foresight and therefore of crit- 
ical opposition, and what is left of your mind 
is exuberant and free from care. The re- 
sult always impresses the superficia] ob- 
server, especially if he comes from a country 
where men are still cold sober and worried. 

* — * 

However, the argument for retainingthis 
frontal portion of the brain is a strong one. 
For history seems to show conclusively that 
the casual dictator has disadvantages. The 
chief of them is that he cannot perpetuate 
his line. During the Italian Renaissance, 
there were many little tyrants who rose to 
power in the city states. Some of them 
were brilliant men who advanced the arts 
and left behind them the outward signs of 
great splendor. But excep. the Medici, who 
were a kind of composiie of political boss 
and banker, and in their best days rather 
easy-going rulers, it is hard to recall a 
despot who had a worthy successor. 

In more modern times, there was the 
great Napoleon, and then Waterloo: and the 
little Napoleon, and then Sedan; and Por- 
firio Diaz and 15 years of revolution; and 
all the little Latin American dictators, 
among whom there are few, if any, who 
have transmitted their powers effectively.

For a country habituated to an omnipo- 
tent government, the question, “What then?” 
is terrifying. For it is of the very essence 
of despotism that it can never afford to 
fail. That is what distinguishes it most 
vitally from democracy. In a despotism, 
there is no organized opposition which can 
take over the power when the administra- 
tion in office has failed. Ali the eggs are 
in one basket. Everything is stakec on one 
ecterie of men. When the going is good, 


— 
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they move more quickly and efficiently than 
democracies, where the opposition has to be 
persuaded and conciliated. But when they 
lose, there are no reserves. There are no 
substitutes on the bench ready to go out 
on the field and carry the ball. 

That is why democracies with the habit on 
party government have outlived .ll other 
‘forms of government in the modern world. 
They have, as it were, at least two govern- 
ments always at hand, and when me fails, 
they have the other. They have diversified 
the risks of mortality, corryption and stu- 
pidity which pervade all human affairs. They 
have remembered that the most beautifully 
impressive machine cannot run for very 
long unless there is available a complete 
supply of spare parts. 

+ » 

So it is a symptom of nationa] health that 
the Republicans have begun to take seri- 
ously their role as an opposition party. 
Their task is not an easy one. When @ 
party has been defeated, as the De noerats 
were itn 1920, 1924 ana 1928 and the Repub- 
licans in 1932, it seems almost unbelievable 
that it can ever revive. After a crushing 
defeat, its principles are discredited, its 
leaders are in eclipse, the rank and file of 
party workers dismayed and demoralized. 

Our political customs accéntuate the diffi- 
culty of orgaiizing the opposition. For 
those most competent to lead it, namely, 


, those who have held responsible posts in 
_ the previous administrations, are forced into 


complete retirement. It is a wasteful and in- 
herently absurd arrangement which deprives 
the nation of the services of those most able 
to criticise, and produces such spectacles 
as the attempt of i.epublican Senators to 
debate the money bill though they do not 
understand it, while Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Mills, who have the equipment to under- 
stand it, are not heard in the debate. 

Nevertheless, though it is difficult for an 
opposition to organize quickly after a bad 
defeat, it does, in the course of time, get 
itself organized, It is always a mistake to 
assume. that either of the two American 
parties is dead, however divided and crushed 
it may seem to be. Herbert Croly used to 
say that the two parties were virtually in- 
destructible; they were low-grade organ- 
isms, which had neither a brain nor.a heart 
that could be stopped, and so you could cut 
them in half and the two halves would wig- 
gle on and somehow grow together again. 
This idea ought to be a great comfort to 
Republican politicians. It was until quite 
recently a great comfort to the Democrats. 
And it will be again. 


So unimpressive a view of Américan party 
life is often discouraging to men who would 
like to think of parties as associations of 
men committed to great principles. But our 
own history seems to .hew that we never 
have developed a system of parties based 
on permanent conflicts of principles. There 
is a reason for that, I think, and a good one, 
America is too diversified to be divided 
permanently by any one conflict of inter- 
ests, and of principles which rationalize 
these interests.

HE Government for the first 
T time in years has lost in recent 
months more Supreme Court 
cases than it has won.

From October 
to March 1, last year, therefore, 
the Hooverized Justice Department 
won 39 of its cases and lést 19—a 
percentage of two to one.

Violinist Prefers the 


Simple Life—Thinks 


Modern Inventions Make Good Im- 
pression on Idle Minds. 


Forty-five years ago a boy .olin- 
ist in knee breeches played on a 
gas-lit stage in St. Louis with Mo- 
ritz Rosenthal, the great pianist of 
that period, winning a critic’s pre- 
diction of “a brilliant future.” ™ 
This morning, that violinist, 
known now to all the world as 
Fritz Kreisler, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter something of his long Cca- 
reer, summarized his philosophy of 
life and defined the artist’s place in 
a world that has changed since his 
youthful days. Tonight he will ap- 
pear in annual recital at the Odeon, 
accompanied by Carl Lamson, and 
giving a program of the works of 
both old and new composers. 

“The more complicated the world 
becomes,” observed Kreisler over 
bacon and eggs in the Hotel Statler 
cafeteria, “the more simple become 
my tastes. My philosophy is sim- 
plicity. I think that every artist 
deserving of the name grows to 
want less of life. 

“As for me I have embraced the 
philosophy of- Diogenes, content 
with my personal -interests, my 
wife, my dogs—wire-haired terriers 
and airedales—and horses. When I 
lay my violin down I want .o be- 
come a dog and horse breeder.” 


A Change of Ambitions. 
Kreisler, virile, thick hair, gray 
mustache, snapping brown eyes, 
paused a moment, looked back to 
his younger days in Vienna when 
he studied to be a physician and 
served also in the army. Later, 
during the World War, he was io 
serve as an Austrian officer and be 
wounded in battle. 

“How ambitions change,” he 
mused. “Once 1 thought it would 
be fine to operate in the morning, 
win a big battle in the afternoon, 
play a concert at night. Now I 
know that life is much simpler than 
that. The years may have brought 
me a measure of fame, but more 
than that they have taught. me ap- 
preciation of values I never realized 
during early manhood.” 

To Kreisler,' it seems like only 
yesterday when he toured in an era 
when there were few telephones, no 
radios, no automobiles, no electric 
lights, no phonographs. Those days, 
he said, “when I was young, im- 
pressionistic, struggling for a foot- 
ing,” are clearer in memory than 
events of the last five years. 
Audiences, too, have changed, he 
has found, but it is difficult for him 
to determine in just what details, 
because he is conscious of “chang- 
ing with them.” The modern artist 
does not live in seclusion like some 
of the figures of the past, Kreisler 
pointed out, but is a part of the po- 
litical, commercial and social fab- 
ric, “with houses, cars, and even 
mortgages.” 

Universal Sophistication. 
Development of radio and motion 
pictures has created universal so- 
phistication, “even in the deep 
country,” Kreisler observed, conced‘ 
ing that much of the “sophistica- 
tion” is superficial and unhealthy. 
“Yet it has a bright side,” he 


Undue admiration of the swiftness 
of modern communications he 
thinks is “rather fallacious,” recall- 
ing that “in the old days things 
took place about as quickly.” 

New York and Joplin. 

Traveling now, playing about 18 
recitals a month, through a coun- 
try “inundated with music,” the vio- 
linist has discovered there “is no 
such thing as a metropolis,”, that 
his audience the other night in Jop- 
lin, for instance, compared favor- 
ably with those in Carnegie Hall. 

Despite technical improvement of 
music, Kreisler finds a restlessness 
both among musicians and auditors, 
a disinclination to deal with long 
compositions. The student, he add- 
ed, has a “tremendous fund of 
knowledge available,” can learn 
some things with comparative ease 
which once required years of pains- 
taking effort. Such a condition has 
not been healthy, he thinks, creat- 
ing music without depth, arresting 
the development of melody. 

“Ah, the modern craze, in biogra- 
phies as well as music,” Kreisler re- 
marked, “tends toward personali- 
ties. Not the thing itself. The gen- 
eral run of musical compositions 
and books offers a technical display 
of shallow knowledge.” 

Audiences of today, he has found, 
know more than those of 20 yearg 
ago, but whether they “enjoy more” 
is a question. 

When Concert Was an Event. 

“When I was in Vienna, a young 
man of 20,” Kreisler recalled, “a 
philharmonic concert was a_ real 
event. Everybody would prepare 
for it in anticipation. Why, per- 
haps 50,000 persons would play over 
the symphonies for a week before 
the concert, patiently, lovingly— 
they didn’t merely twist a dial or 
put on a record. 

“The result was deep musical ap- 
preciation. There were no casual 
concert-goers as there are now, who 
attend a serious concert as non- 
chalantly and with as little fore- 
thought as they dropped in at their 
neighborhood movie the night be- 
fore.” 

Not that the violinist, who for 22 
years has been accompanied by 
Lamson, his friend and pianist, dis- 
likes movies as such. In fact, he 
goes nearly every day, attending 
Broadway palaces and “10-cent 
Main street shows” with equal zest. 
And he has marked how film stars 
rise to fame and sink into oblivion 
within a few years. 

“How have I kept my place so 
long?” Kreisler repeated. “Well, it 
is not my musical development. It 
is because musicians address them- 
selves to a comparatively small sec- 
tion of the public. In New York; 
say, I will play to 40,000 persons in 
a season. The saturation point for 
me will nevér be reached in my 
lifetime. 

“But the motion-picture star is 
given a world audience all at once. 
Popular interest of that sort does 
not last many years.” 

Kreisler, who observed he was

Nearby will be a 
picture of Key by a contemporary 
artist and a printer copy of the an- 
them. On another wall of the room 
will hang a portrait of Roger B. 
Taney, brother-in-law of Key and 
a Chief Justice of the United States. 
A Gilbert Stuart portrait of George 
Washington also is in the room.

Hickey, who scored seven field 
goals during the game, shot one 
from the short side near the end 
of the opening period and this pro- 
vided the Celts with a 22—21 lead 
at half-time. 

Action was just as fast and furi- 
ous in the seeond period and the 
lead see-sawed. from one to the 
other. After 10 minutes of the half 
the Rens had a 31—27 lead and 
they maintained this or a smaller 
advantage until the 14-minute point 
when a short shot by Hickey put 
the Celtics in a 34—33 lead. Here 
the Celts started a rush and scored 
four points, while their opponents 
were unable to count.

Time to Wake Up. 


THLETICALLY, St. Louis

Sorting Ivory. 
F YOU want to start an argu- 
ment among ball players, major 
or minor league, just raise the 
question of whether a young ath- 


lete is handicapped or helped by 
affiliation with the Cardinal or- 
ganization, which is recognized 
as the outstanding “chain-store” 
or “farm system” in baseball. 


“I wouldn't let my brother sign 
with the Cardinals,” a player told 
the writer. “The Cardinals have 
too many young players at their 
camps. A kid hasn't a chance. 
He doesn’t receive the attention 
he ought to have, and he’s given 
the bum’s rush before he can 
show what he can do.” 

“You're all wet,” another play- 
er. objected. “I figure a kid’s 
—5—— are 50 per cent better if 
he hooks up with a team like 
the Cardinals. The path to ad- 
vancement is always open and 
the Cardinals move him up the 
ladder as fast as he develops. 
And if the St. Louis club doesn’t 
need him, he’s sold to some other 
big league club. And the big 
league is the place all boys want 
to go.” 

Branch Rickey, general man- 
ager of the elaborate system, 
was asked about the question and 
he quickly swung into action. 


Rickey Speaks Out. 
66°FHAT'S one of the worst ar- 
T guments used against us, 
he declared. “And it is ab- 
solutely unfair. Scouts for other 
clubs tell young prospects that 
they won't get a fair shake in 
our camps, because we're too 
busy, our camps are cluttered up 
and that the place to go is the 
camp of a club which has few 
youngsters up for inspection. But 
T’ll let the facts speak for them- 
selves. I tell you how we work 

at one of our camps. 

“Kirst I will explain that seven 
or eight managers, several scouts 
and club presidents form 4 
board which carefully _ sifts 
the material. Of course the in- 
spection of players at a camp is 
an expensive proposition and we 
try to hold down the overhead as 
much as possible by releasing a 
player as soon a5 we are con- 
vinced that he is not a pros- 
pect. 

“We have an elaborate card in- 
dex system and each player is on 
a list and each of our managers, 
scouts and club officials at the 
camp has a list. He inspects the 
players and after a session on the 
field we hold a meeting, each 
man with his list in hand. We 
go over each player and do not 
‘release one until all scouts, man- 
agers and officials agree that he 
won’t make good. And _ there 
must be good reasons for releas- 
ing. We consider whether a man 
can throw; whether he can run, 
hit, whether he likes to play, 
whether. his spirit is right, and 
consider his habits. If there is 
one thing at which he excels, he 
is retained, regardless of faults, 
unless the faults preclude the pos- 
sibility of his making good. 


One Vote Means ‘Stay. 
e+ F one scout, manager or of- 
ficial votes against a release, 
the player is kept for further in- 
spection. And the best proof of 
the efficiency of our method of 
selecting is the fact that while 
we have examined thousands of 
young players in the last few 
years, we know of only two who 
have made good even in a small 
minor league, after having stood 
inspection in one of our camps. 

“Mind you we have lost play- 
ers who have become stars, but 
in such instances one manager 
or one scout did the releasing. 
Such players usually reported 
after we had held our camp and 
therefore we did not have a 
chance to give him ‘mass’ inspec- 
tion. 

“Contrast our care and caution 
with the attitude of the average 
big league manager who goes to 
training camp with his big league 
squad and sees a young stranger 
in uniform. He wants to know 
who the donkey is and instead of 
seeing ability in the young man, 
he sees only that he is too green 
to do his club any good and im- 
mediately turns him adrift. We, 
on the other hand, have trained 
observers of young talent, men 
accustomed to seeing hidden tal- 
ent in green material. 

It’s a Large Crop. 
%*w OOK through the rosters 
of the major league clubs 
and you will find this year the 
names of more than 70 players 
who broke into baseball through 
the Cardinal organization. We 
have made mistakes, of course. 
No one can be infallible, but our 
system reduces the chance of 
error to a minimum and the num- 
ber of former Cardinal] ‘farm’ 
players in the major leagues 
proves that we have opened a 
wide avenue of advancement for 
young baseball talent.”

St. Louis County, 11 of its incor- 
districts have applied to the Fed 
for loans and grants on a program 


funds: , 
The applicants requested loans 
and grants aggregating $10,596,113. 
Allotments made by the 


building program alone would cost 
$1,833,564. For it the districts asked. 
$1,427,584 i: loans and $404,019 in 
grants, and to date they have been 
allotted $834,900. 

Only two applications are on file 
from the County Court, or zdminis- 
trative body. These are for a $1,- 
292,620 courthhouse and jail to re- 
place the present antiquated facili- 
ties at Clayton and a $285,342 addi- 
tion to County Hospital, Clayton. A 
bond issue has been proposed by 
the County Court to pay the coun- 
ty’s share of these undertakings, 
but no definite action has been tak- 
en to submit the question to the 
voters. a 

In the meantime, the PWA has 
made a $318,000 grant for the court- 
house and a $70,200 grant for the 
hospital. This money will not be- 
come available unless the county 
provides its share. The County 
Court had applied for $371,850 and 
$70,725, respectively. 

$6,475,000 Sought for Services. 
Application has been made by 
the County Organization for Busi- 
ness Recovery for a $5,400,000 loan 
and $1,075,000 grant for a compre- 
hensive system of sanitary sewers 
in the populous suburban district. 
The grant would be used to pay in- 
terest and principal on the loan for 
the first several years. The State 
Advisory Board of the PWA has 
not yet vassed on this application, 
as various matters remain to be de- 
termined. The Legislature recently 
passed a law sought by the County 
Organization for Business Recov- 
ery to make establishment of the 
sewer district possible under Cir- 
cuit Court orders. 

Requests from towns have been 
filed for sewer construction, as fol- 
lows, loans and grants sufficient to 
pay all or nearly all of the cost be- 
ing sought in most instances: 
Webster Groves, sanitary sewer 
system, $627,207 cost, also sewer dis- 
trict No. 14, $169,083, and district 
No. 13, $12,152; Clayton, sanitary 
sewers, $226,500; Shrewsbury, $180,- 
843; Ferguson, sewer extension and 
sewage disposal plant, $170,000; 
Glendale, $109,400; Brentwood, $85,- 
140; Kirkwood, outfall sewers and 
sewage disposal plant, $38,000; pro- 
posed town of Lemay, sewer sys 
tem, $873,000. 

What Other Towns Seek. 

The only qther PWA applications 
by county towns so far are: Rrent- 
wood, water distribution system, 
$143,163 cost; Brentwood, city hall, 
$44,058; Maplewood, bath house and 
swimming pool, $37,000; University 
City, traffic lights, $2900; lisville, 
recently incorporated, fire engine 
and engine house, $1500. Six of 
the sewer applications and the re- 
quests from Maplewood and for 
the Brentwood water system have 
not yet been forwarded to the PWA 
at Washington by the State Advis- 
ory Board. The PWA has not yet 
allotted funds to any of the towns. 
Lemay, a proposed third-class 
town, would adjoin St. Louis on the 
south and take in Luxemburg and 
adjacent areas. The application 
for sewers there was filed by Les- 
ter A. Prichard, 311 West Ripa av- 
enue, a lawyer, who said he was 
acting on behalf of himself and 
other residents of the district. lf 
a PWA grant of $222,000 can be 
obtained, he declared, a petition 
for incorporation will be circulated. 
He said the cost of the sewer 
system, in addition to the Govern- 
ment money, would be raised, un- 
der the present proposal, partly bv 
bond issue,and partly by special 
taxes. His’ plan calls for sanitary 
and storm sewers, but he said the 
people could decide to omit one 
phase or the other. Prichard esti- 
mated population of the district at 
13,000 and area of 1900 acres. The 
town would extend from thé river 
to Union road, with Jefferson Bar- 
racks and Mount Olive road on the 
south. It would include all of Han- 
cock Place School District, 500 
acres of the Bayless District and 
110 acres of the St. John’s District. 

Prichard was atiorney for the 
Lemay Ferry Sewer District, set up 
in this region under the now re- 
pealed Ralph Jaw, and later was 
a member of its board of super- 
visors, serving as secretary of the 
board, 

Allotments for Schools. 

Seven of the school districts have 
been allotted funds to pay the en- 
tire cast of their construction work. 
These are: Webster Groves, $328,- 
000 loan and grant; Bayless Con- 
solidated District, $115,200 Joan and 
$34,800 grant; Hancock Place Dis- 
trict, $122,000 loan and grant; Hu- 
reka Consélidated District, $68,000 
loan and grant; Brentwood, $45,000 
loan and $16,000 grant. Ritenour 
Consolidated District, $46,020 loan 
and $13,980 grant; Clayton, $84,320 
loan and $10,680 grant. 

Other school districts and esti- 
mated costs of buildings for which 
they seek funds are: Normandy 
Consolidated District, $730,000; 
Wellston, $135,872; Affton, $70,900; 
Concord District, $40,500; Patton- 
ville District, $28,000; St. John’s 
District, $16,428.

Representative Wallgren, Wash- 
ington Democrat, said the President 
favored a flood control commission 
with agents in all sections of the 
country to study and: report prob- 
lems in the various river basins. 
The flood control program would 
be built into the existing programs 
of forest preservation, soil erosion 
control, power, navigation and 
reclamation.

We set them 450 points, and with 
that score we TIED WITH ONE 
OTHER PAIR FOR BOTTOM ON 
THE BOARD. 

This was indeed a trick hand. 
The others all bid rapidly and un- 
exploringly to six hearts. West led 
the ace of spades, and was then 
unable to lead a trump. He con- 
tinued the spade (any other lead 
would result similarly) and now 
dummy’s small trump ruffed. This 
permitted the pressing lead of a 
diamond honor, making it a spread 
for six hearts. Actually the only 
way the slam can be beaten is if 
West at the first trick, before see- 
ing dummy, leads a small spade 
away from the ace. Then only 
four hearts can be made. This, how- 
ever, is purely a double-dummy play 
which nobody could be expected to 
make, and nobody did make. You 
will agree that my partner and I 
bid the hand carefully, to or even 
beyond its apparent maximum lim- 
it; yet we got a bottom score. So 
I leave the three-bid, which they 
often call my pet bid, with the 
observation (proved at my expense
